IXfNDON.  Feb.  t.—A  couslderabU 
part  of  the  Attention  of  the  eeealpn  of 
Parliament  which  opens  next  Tu'eaday 
will  be  occupied  with  flnanclal  qoeatlone. 
At  an  early  date  another  vote  of  crvdlt 
will  be  asked.  It  will  b«  the  ninth 
•ince  the  war  began.  It  la  a  foregone 
conclusion  that  early  in  April  a  fresh 
loan  for  an  almost  unlimited  amount  will 
be  Issued.  The  morninsr  newspapers 
■  commetrnhHr  ohHTie'ahirclpaled  loan  Sjc- 
press  the  hope  that  "it  may  be  preceded 
by   a  substantial    victory   In  •  the  field." 

TtM  loan  will  not  be  necessary  in  the 
first  part  of  April.  The  appointment  of 
u  treasury  committee  on  national  econ- 
omy iw  expected  shortly.  Thf  new  body 
will  consist  of  experts,  Including  rep- 
resentatives of  the  treasury  and  of  the 
labor  classes.  Its  task  will  be  two- 
fold, advisory  and  administrative. 

Imports  are  to  be  prohibited  or  re- 
•trioted  in  a  number  of  articles,  includ- 
ing thus  far,  paper,  pulp,  tobacco,  sugar, 
fruit,  furniture  and  barley,  used  in  mak- 
inK  spirits.  The  Chronicle  complalnx, 
however,  that  no  proponal  has  yet  been 
made  .to  curtail  the  supply  of  barley 
used  in  the  making  of  beer.  The  re- 
•trictlon  of  barley  for  whisky  distil- 
lers should  not  cause  inconvenience,  as 
there  is  a  three  years'  stuck  of  spirits 
DOW  in  bond.  whHe  the  distilleries  them- 
selves are  being  generally  taken  over 
by  the  Ministry  of  Munitions  for  other 
PMrpoaes. 

In  connection  with  the  importation  of 
pulp.  It  is  said  that  the  Board  of  Trade 
committee  considers  that  the  use  of 
paper  In  posters,  trade  catalogoes  and 
advertisements  should  be  ehecked  by 
taxation  or  high    •ostal  rates.

There  should  be,  he  said,  a  gr^at  In- 
crease in  the  income  tax  and  supertaxes, 
and  alHO  indirect  tucatlon.  Every  un- 
neresMiry  oommoRlty  should  be 
brought  into  the  not.  The  criterion  by 
which  each  tax  should  be  Judged  should 
lie,  not  the  amount  of  revenue  wtaloh  It 
would  produce,  but  the  amount  of  thrift 
it  would  enforce. 

"Of  all  mistakes  our  rulera  have 
made,"  added  81r  Alfred,  "none  would 
be '  more  disastrous  to  the  country  in 
the  long  run  than  the  failura  to  ehforce 
taxation  on  an  adequate  scale  a  year 
ago.  Voluntary  thrift  may  do  much, 
but  it  won't  win  the  -war.  We  ahall 
never  economise  enough  until  we  are 
■forced  to  do  it."         ______

ENCOUNTER  IN  ADRIATIC 


lato  Oattaro  hjr  Allied  Tessols— 
Mort  of  Bahiaarlas 


PARIS,  Feb.  8. — The  following  official 
communication  was  Issued  this  evening: 

"Four  Austrian  torpedo  boats  encoun- 
tered last  Sunday  a  British  cruiser  and 
on«  French  torpedo  boat  protecting  the 
evacuation  of  the  Serbian  army  from 
the  Adriatic  coast  The  Austrlans  took 
refuge  in  Cattaro.  An  enemy  submarine 
endeavored  to  torpedo  the  two  Allied 
vessels  yesterday  off  Duraszo,  but  the 
torpedoes  went  wild.  The  submarine 
disappeared." 


Operations  on  Various  Fronts 
Leave  Armies  as  They  Were 
— iVJooted  German  Offen- 
sive Not  Undertaken. 


LONDON,  Feb.  8— Artillery  actions 
between  the  French  and  British  and  the 
Germans  continue  at  various  points  on 
the  Franco-Belgian  frontier,  but  there 
have  been  no  important  changes  In 
pesltloas  anywhcra.  Nor  have  the  Oer- 
maas  yet  begun  (hs  great  ofCensive  for 
whleh'  they  are  reported  tb  be  preparing. 

Heavy  flghtihg  has  broken  out  uijuln 
in  B««t  Qallcla.  All  along  the  front 
the  artillery  has  ba^  active.  The  Ilus- 
sians  succeeded  north  of  Tarnopol  after 
repedted  attacks  in  penetrating  tho 
Austro-Hungarian  advanced  Infantry 
points,  but  were  ejected  from  them 
later,  according  to  Vienna. 

On  tne.  Austro-Itallan  theatre,  con- 
tending armies  are  still  involved  in  artil- 
lery duels. 

In  the  Balkans  all  is  quiet  Austrian 
warships  In  the  Adriatic  have  unsuc- 
cessfully attempted  to  torpedo  a  Brit- 
ish cruiser  and  a  French  torpedo  boat, 
which  were  aiding  the  Serbian  army  In 
Its  evacuation  of  the  Adriatic  coast. 

A,  Teuton  submarine  also  tried  to  sink 
two  Allied  vessels  off  Durasso.  but  the 
torpedoes  missed  their  mark.

NEW  TORK,  Feb.  8.— International 
Insurance  brokers  In  this  city  recetveU 
information  today  which  leads  them  to 
believe  that  a  large  passenger  steamer 
was  lost  In  ths  North  Atlantic.  Guard- 
ed cs<>le  messages  received  from  Lon- 
don Intimated  that  she  had  been  sunk 
by  a  German  commerce  raider. 

The  majority  of  ths  brokers  were  in- 
clined to  Identify  the  missing  ship  as 
the  OrissB,  which  sailed  from  Antofa- 
gasta,  Chile,  on  Christmas  Day,  touched 
at  Montevideo,  and  on  January  10  ut 
Rio  Janeiro,  and  since  then  has  not 
been  heard  from,  {ihe  is  a  llrltish 
vess)ftl  of  C,8G8  tons  gross,  owned  by 
the  Pacific  Steam  Navigation  Company, 
and  was  bound  for  Liverpool. 

The  number  of  passengers  nh4i  car- 
ried and  the  naturo  of  her  cargo  are 
unknown  to  undarwriters  here.

LONDON,  Fsh.  •.—Precautionary 
measures  against  future  visits  of  Zep- 
pelins are  hslng  rapidly  pushed,  not 
only  by  the  Oovsrnmest,  but  by  local 
authorities,  particularly  In  the  districts 
which    suffered    most    in    the   air    raid.

Russian  Forces  Reported  to 
Have  Renewed  Attacks  on 
Austrian  Positions — Pene- 
trate at  One  Point, 


HEAVY  GUNS  USED 

ON  NORTHERN  FRONT 


Blacl<  Sea  Fleet  Bombarding 
Turkish  Positions  on  Ana- 
tolian Coast — More  Fight- 
ing in  Caucasus  Region, 


PETROGRAD,  Feb.  '8. — An  official 
statement  Issued  tonight  says: 

"The  Germans  fired  large  calibre  guns 
in  the  Riga  region,  to  which  our  artil- 
lery replied  effectively.  In  the-Dvinsk 
region  the  artillery  activity  has  been 
rather  less  animated  than  usual.  Be- 
twe^  the  Medmousst  and  Demmen 
lakes  a  strong  party  of  German  scouts 
tried    to    approach    our    trenches,      but 


were  driven  away. 

"On  the  Gallclan  front,  in  the  mid- 
dle Strlpa  region,  thero  have '  been  a 
series  of  skirmishes  between  jtcouts. 
In  the  region  of  Uscieczko,  the  enemy 
attempted  to  advance  from  the  river 
crossing,  but  were  repulsed  by  our  fire. 

"On  the  Black  Sea  our  ships  bom- 
barded the  Turkish  positions  In  the 
coast  reglou.  On  the  Anatolian  coast 
our  torpedo  boats  had  a  duel  with  a 
Turkish  coast  battery,  and  were  also  at- 
tacked by  a  Turkish  submarine,  but  sus- 
tained no  damage.  A  squadron  of  our 
hydro-aeroplanes  attacked  with  bombs 
a  big  steamer  anchored  at  Sunguldak. 

"On  the  Caucasus  front  engagements 
continue  to  our  advantage." 
nghting  la  Oallota 

BERLIN,  Feb.  8- — The  Russians  are 
on-  the  offensive  agt.ln  in  Galicia,  ac- 
cording to  the  statement  issued  today 
by  Austro-Hungarlan  army  headquar- 
ters, transmitted  here.  In  one  attack 
on  an  Austro-Hungarlan  advanced  in- 
fantry position  northwest  of  Tarnopol 
the  Russians  temporarily  succeeded  in 
entering  the  point  attacked,  according 
to  the  statement,  but  shortly  afterwards 
were  ejected. 

The  position  in  question  was  the  sub- 
ject of  repeated  Russian  attacks,  ac- 
cording to  the  statement,  which  adds 
(hat,  favored  by  clearer  weathar,  the, ar- 
tillery along  tho  whole  northeastern, 
or  Russian,  front  Was  active.

CON8TANTINOPLK,  Feb.  •.— An  offl- 
cial  communication  Insued  by  the'  Turk- 
ish War  Office  tonight  says: 

"On  the  Irak  'ront  there  Is  nothing 
to  report  - 

"On  tho  Caucasus  front  on  Sunday  tho 
enemy  renewed  hl^  attacks  in  several 
sectors  aRainst  our  positions  and  out- 
posts, but  wlthgut  result.  In  the  centre 
our  advanced  detachments  counter-at- 
tacked, killing  over  three  hundred  and 
capturing  forty  Russians,  including 
two  olflcers. 

"In.  the  Dardanelles  on  Monday  an 
enemy  destroyer  shelled  Tskke  Burnu, 
but  was  driven  off  by  our  batteries."

Resolution  Asking  for  Legisla- 
tion to  Prolong  Life  of  Pres.- 
ent  Parliament  Passes  in 
House  of  Commonsi 


OTTAWA,  Feb.  8. — ^Tha  Governfnent 
resolution  proposing  that  an  address  be 
presented  to  His  Majesty  asking  that  a 
bill  be  submitted  to  the  Imperial  Parlia- 
ment, extending  the  life  of  tho  Domin- 
ion Parliament  for  jone  year,  was  unani- 
mously adopted  this  afternoon,  by  the 
House  after  two  memorable  Hpc>ec^e4 
had  been  delivered  by  Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den and  Sir  Wilfrid  lisurler.  Both 
leaders  agreed  as  to  the  dssiraMllty  of 
avoiding  an  election  during  the  war  if 
possible.  , 

The  Prime  Minister  told  the  House 
that  owing  to  information  he  had  re- 
ceived while  In  England,  the  war  is 
probably  not  more  than  half  over,  and 
that  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Government 
to  reserve  all  its  energies  for  the  strug- 
gle. The  issues  of  ihe  war,  he  said, 
transcended  all  considerations  of  party 
advantage.  He  stated  that  if  the  jeso- 
iutlon  met  with  serious  opposition.  It 
T-ould  be  withdrawn,  and  In  closing  ex- 
ptxssed  the  conviction  that  it  would  ba 
rwrived  In  the  spirit  In  which  it  Wms 
presented  to  the  House  by  the  Govern- 
nient 

Sir  Wilfrid  Lnurler  frankly  Informed 
the  I  rouse  that  there  had  been  differ- 
ences of  opinion  In  the  r^lbrTal  caucus, 
but  that  ths  mattar  bad  been  left  for 
him  to  deetde.  U«  iWlixed  that  ths  r»- 
•ponsibUlty  was  a  heavy  ooa,  bat  ha 
woula  do  what  ba  concstrsd  to  bs  his 
duty,  and  wonM  not  ahirk  from  tha 
responsibility.  As  a  servant  of  tho 
paifple,  he  rssllsed  that  their  highest 
and  bast  wslfhre  must  b«  the  only  csn- 
stderatlea.  aad  he  would,  therefore  glvs 
his  support  to  the  rsaolatloa  pressnts<l 
to   ths  Houaa.

Reports  Frorp  Dutch  and  Dan- 
ish Sources  Intimate  That 
Germans  Will  Come  From 
Behind  Shelter, 


LONDON,  Feb.  I.— Rumors  that  the 
German  fleet  is  prepared  for  Its  loni; 
expected  dash  into  the  North  Seu, 
reached  here  today  from  Dutch  aouroee. 
and  aroused  high  hopea  In  London  that 
a  great  naval  battle  is  Imminent  In  the 
North  Sea. 

Dispatches  front  The  Hague  reported 
tliat  German  marines  along  the  Belgian 
coast  are  being  withdrawn  and  sent  to 
Kiel.  All  leaves  of  absence  for  German 
naval  officers  have  been  cancelled,  the 
dispatch  adds. 

From  Copenhagen  come  reports  of 
eudden  activity  at  IClel,  and  of  rumors 
reaching  Danish  frontier  towns  that  the 
German*  were  about  to  risk  IMttle. 

Four  Zeppelins  and  h  flock  of  German 
tauties  have  been  assembled  at  the  Ger- 
man naval  base.  The  supposition  is 
that  they  are  to  accompany  the  fleet  in 
its  sortie  from  behind  the  protection 
of  the  mine  fields  of  Heligoland. 

Vague  rumors  that  the  Teuton  na,val 
officers  were  about  to  attempt  a  start- 
ling coup  poured  in  on  London  even  be- 
fore the  exploits  of  the  German  com- 
merce raiders  that  captured  ths  Appam 
becama  known. 

Since  the  Appam  reached  Norfolk 
several  days  ago,  several  Berlin  dis- 
patches have  carried  similar  hints.

PARIS,  Feb,  •.— Rene  Basnard,  Under- 
Secretary  of  State  for  Aviation  and 
Aeronautics,  has  resigned. 

For  some  time  there  haa  been  hostil- 
ity toward  Bcsnard  for  his  conduct  of 
his  oflloe.  This  campaign  against  him 
was  conducted  by  certain  newspapers, 
which  charged  that  ha  was  Incapable. 

Some  of  the  alleged  shortcomings  of 
M.  Besnard'a  departitaent  recently  have 
been  publicly  criticised  in  the  Chamber 
of  Deputies,  and  have  been  referred  to 
as  an  "aviation  crisis."  The  decision  of 
M.  Besnard  to  resign  came  josterday 
after  the  meuting  of  the  parliamentary 
committee.  The  Government  has  de- 
cided not  to  appoint  a  successor  to  M.

cial  communication  was  Issued   tonight: 

"In  Artols  a  rather  intense  artillery 
duel  has  taken  place  to  the  northeast 
and  to  the  southeast  of  Nduville  St 
Vaast.  To  the  south  of  the  Avre  ws 
dispersed  an  infantry  -column  near  Las- 
slgny. 

"To  the  north  of  the  Alsne,  the  fire  of 
our  batteries  eaused  heavy  damage  to 
the  enemy  works.  In  the  region  north 
of  Troyon  and  on  the  Plateau  Verderle, 
to  the  north  of  Berry-au-Bac,  we  took 
under   our   fire    troops   In    transit. 

"In  the  Argonne  mine  fighting  con- 
tinues to  our  advantage.  At  Lea 
Courts  Chavasseos  we  exploded  three 
small  mines,  which  shattered  works  of 
the  enemy,  and  we  exploded  a  mine  at 
La  Flllo   Morte. 

"In  thp  Vosges  our  artillery  bombard- 
ed the  enemy  cantonments  at  Stolssvilir, 
northwest  of  Muenster  and  HlrtEbach. 
south  of  Altkirch.  In  the  afternoon  a 
long  range  gun  dropped  three  shells  on 
Belfort  and  its  environs.  We  shelled 
the  military  establishments  at  Dornacb. 
near   Muelhausen." 

The  following  statement  was  given 
out  this  afternoon  at  the  War  Office: 

"South  of  the  Somme.  between  Roye 
and  Chaulnes,  our  artillery  cannonaded 
a  train. 

"In  the  Argonne  ws  exploded  a  small 
mine  at  St  Hubert,  and  three  mines  at 
Yauquois.  ,■-  -  ,         — 

"Over  the  rest  of  the  front  the  night 
was   calm."

BERLIN.  Feb.  •.— Active  fighting  on 
the  French  front  south  of  the  River 
Somme  was  announced  today  by  army 
headquarters.  In  the  -course  of  the  en- 
gagement the  Germans  lost  a  small  sec- 
tion of  one  of  the  trenches  they  had 
conquered,  but  afterwards  retook  the 
position  by  a  counter-attack. 

An  attack  by  a  German  air  squadron 
on  the  railroad  station  at  Poperinghe, 
Belgium,  and  on  British  camps  between 
Poperinghe  and  Dixmude,  is  reported  in 
the  statement. 

German  airmen  had  several  combats 
with  hostile  aeroplanes,  but  returned 
without  having  suffered  any  losses.  It  Is 
added. 


CASE  OF  APPAM 


WASHINGTON,  Feb.  8.— Germany 
contends  that  the  British  liner  Appam, 
brought  into  Hampton  Roads  by  a  Ger- 
man prixe  crew,  is  entitled  under  the 
terms  of  the  Prussian- American  treaty 
to  remain  In  American  watera  indefinite- 
ly, and  in  support  of  this  Count  von 
Bernstorff.  tho  German  ambassador,  to- 
day presented  to  Secretary  I^aualng  a 
formal  communication  on  behalf  of  the 
German    Foreign    Office. 

The  United  States  practically  has  de- 
cided that  the  treaty  guarantees  the 
ship  to  the  Germdms  as  a  prise,  as 
against  the  British  contsntidn  that  The 
Hague  Convention  guarantees  her  re- 
turn to  her  British  owners,  but  it  has 
not  l>een  decided  how  long  she  shall  be 
permitted  to  remain  In  American 
waters. 

To  acoopt  ths  German  contention 
would  mean  that  the  Appam  would  he 
permittsd  to  remain  until  the  end  of 
the  war.  To  compel  her  departure  would 
mean  certain  capture  by  the  Allied 
cruisers  outside  the  Virginia  Capes. 
There  was  no  indication  today  as  to 
how  soon  a  decision  might  be  an- 
nounced.

"I  have  good  reaaon  to  believe  that 
hlgh~flnancial  circles  in  Germany,  which 
fcfr  a  financial  cataclyam  in  a  few 
montha'  time  If  the  war  continues,  are 
exercising  preasure  on  the  Government 
to  conclude  peace.  Germany,  it  is  under- 
stood. Would  renounce  all  projected  an- 
nexations In  Belgium.  France  end  the 
Balkans,  while  Poland  would  be  given 
autonomy  under  German  auxeralnty. 

"Berlin  banks,  and  not  tlu  German 
Government.  Inspired  the  recent  article 
entitled  'Peaea  Projects,'  which  wa^ 
published  by  The  Neua  Zurioher  Zeltupg. 
and  which  waa  Intended  aa  a  peace 
feeler.  There  la  reaaon  to  believe  that 
the  Imperial  Chaaoellor  Is  not  disin- 
clined to  accept  thia  programme,  and 
etepa  will  be  taken  to  make  this  known 
to  the  Govemmento  of  the  Allies. 

"If  they  are  rajeoted  Ctormaay  will 
declare  that  she  will  make  the  war  more 
terrible  by  meana  wbiob  are  still  kept 
seorat  There  la  raaaon  to  bellevo  that 
Col.  House.  President  Wilson's  personal 
envoy,  was  Informed  of  this  altuatlon 
during  his  recent  visit  to  Berlin." 

In  connection  with  tbe  foregoing  The 
Tribune  prints  tbe  foUowlng  dispatch 
from  ito  Iiondon  correspondent: 

rrha  Switserland  atory  of  Germany's 
Oaancial  poattion  and  deaire  for  an  early 
peaoa  la  oonaiderad  bare  as  undoubtedly 
aot  far  from  tbe  truth.  Recent  private 
Information  from  Berlin  showed  that 
bankera  ware  ualag  deaparato  maaaa  to 
bolator  up  tbe  erumbliag  foreign  ex- 
change, which  Btill  drops  despite  their 
strenueua  efforts. 

"To  Great  Britain  her  financial 
atrength  ta  second  only  to  her  navy  as 
a  fighting  arm.  and  that  Germany,  after 
a  year  and  a  half  of  war.  Is  beginning 
to  feel  their  might,  is  a  cauae  of  aatla- 
faetlon.  It  la  thought  hare  that  it  la 
probably  true  that  German  finanelara  era 
ready  to  quit,  but  not  tha  Oermaa  Gov- 
ernment, and  tbe  former  will  be  unable 
to  control  tbe  latter  until  tbe  pinob 
comea  harder. 

"Although  reported  peaoe  overturea  are 
mora  favorable  than  anything  hereto- 
fore, the  question  la  asked  how  the  Oer- 
mana  expect  Britain  and  France  to  con- 
aider  any  terms  so  long  aa  aha  refuaea 
to  fight  fairly,  bomblag  civilians  with- 
out h<nM  of  doing  any  military  damage 
and  embittering  and  enraging  the  whole

"The  opinion  here  Is  that  the  Allied 
(Jovemmento  will  not  oonsidcr  peace  un- 
til Oarmany  la  made  to  feel  that  the 
age  of  barbariam  baa  paaaed."

WASHlNOTON.  Feb.  S.— Weeks  of  In- 
vestigation by  agaato  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Justloa  resulted  today  In  the 
voting  of  ladlctmaato  by  a  Federal 
grand  Jury  in  San  Franelaco  againat 
prominent  flgurca  la  what  are  conaider- 
ed  hero  to  be  tjfb  of  tbe  boldeat  ploto 
Involving  tbe  queatton  of  American 
neutrality  that  have  been  unoovarod 
alnce  the  European  war  began. 

Among  tbooa  against  whom  indict- 
ments were  voted,  according  to  a  dla- 
patch.  Is  Fraaa  Bopp,  Oermaa  ooaaul- 
general:  Baron  E.  H.  von  Scback.  vice- 
consul  of  Oarmany,  and  Maurice  Hall, 
the  Turkish  conaul-genaral. 

Conaular  oAoera  do  not  enjoy  tha  dip- 
lomatic Immunltlea  which  amtwjrsadora, 
ministers  and  attechea  are  given  by  la- 
ternatlonal  law,  but  are  subject  to  tha 
Jurisdiction  of  tha  country  In  which 
they  are  resident  and  may  be  treated  by 
tbe  law  as  are  any  otb^  persons.  Tbe 
indictmento  voted  today,  however,  are 
tha  first  which  the  American  Govern- 
ment haa  attempted  to  aecure  against 
any  foreign  repreaenUtlve.  This  fact 
waa  token  to  mean  tbat  hereafter  tha 
admlniatration  means  to  prosecute  /tny 
offender  against  American  neutrality. 

Bopp  and  von  Scback  are  charged 
with  complicity  in  tha  plot  which  waa 
first  uncovered  several  weeks  ago  with 
the  arrest  of  C.  C.  Crowley,  aUeged  to 
be  a  pro-German  agent  wbo  had  under- 
taken to  cripple  the  American  output^ 
of  munitiona  of  war  and  in  other  waya 
to  help  the  causa  of  the  Teutonic  al- 
lies. Bopp  is  accused  of  being  the  head 
of  a  conspiracy  which  hoped  to  accom- 
plish this  end  by  Interfering  with  trade 
In  munitiona  and  preventing  railway 
ablpmanto  by  blowing  up  two  tunnela  on 
Canadian  roada. 

The  German  ofllclala  are  being  pro- 
ceeded against  under  the  Sherman 
Anti-Trust  Act  in  conneotibn  with  their 
alleged  activities  against  American 
plants,  and  under  a  aectlon  of  tha 
penal  code,  aimed  at  the  setting  on  fpot 
of  mllttary  axpeditiona  againat  a 
friendly  nation,  in  connection  with  plans 
to  Mow  UP'  tbe  Canadian  railway  ttm- 
nels. 

The  indictment  of  the  Turkish  consul- 
general  waa  voted  In  connection  with 
tha  use  of  tha  steamer  Sacramento  to 
supply  German  shlpa  of  war  In  tbe 
South  Padflc,  which  ended  in  the  In- 
tomment  of  that  veaael  by  tbe  Chilean 
Government  many  months  age. 

According  to  ofllolala  here,  the  Secra- 
mento  caaa  la  one  of  tbe  eleareat  that 
has  coma  to  their  notice  of  the  uae  of 
an  American  port  as  a  baea  of  aupplies 
for  belligerent  warships  and  of  falsa 
clearance  papers  to  get  tbo  supply  ahlp 
past  the  euatoms  authorttiaa.

a  third  blow.  Jollcoeur  reoelvjqd  It  in 
tbe  left  arm.

Two 
compatriots  spoke  of  the  prisoner  hav- 
ing tits  over  a  year  ago  at  Uorocona, 
Canada,  where  he  was  employed.  He 
had  afterwards  passed  into  a  state  of 
coma.  Others  described  fits  the  prison- 
er  had   had    since   joining    the   army. 

Counsel  agreed  that  the  priaoner 
should  withdraw  his  plea  of  not  guilty 
and  substitute  for  it  a  plea  of  man- 
slaughter. Sobolovltch  refused,  reply- 
ing  in   Russian: 

"How  can  I,  whert  I  don't  remember 
anything  about  It?" 

On  Mr.  Justice  Darling's  direction,'  the 
Jury  returned  the  verdict  guilty  of  man- 
slaughter. The  prisoner  waa  given  an 
excellent  character  and  an  offer  was 
made  to  take  him  back  to  the  regiment 
The  prisoner  may  yet  hajM  a  ohance  of 
encountcrinir  the  Germans.  After  pass- 
ing sentence  of  one  year  at  hard  labor, 
Mr.  Justice  Darling  promised  to  try 
to  facilitate  a  curtailment  of  this  sen- 
tence, on  the  undertaking  of  his  law- 
yers that  Sobolovltch  enters  the  Russian 
array.  Accused  was  defended  by  the 
same  lawyer  who  prosecuted  In  the  Co- 
derre  caaa.

The  $12,000,  however,  waa  not  accepted 
without  queatlon.

We  ought  to  b«  all  alike  intar- 
ested  hi  seeing  that  the  best  matbod 
is  arrived  at  .    . 

Of  course,  what  our  contemporary 
meant  was  that  the  article  referred  to 
was  a  defence  of  thfi  l«nd  policy  of  the 
McBride  idntinlstration,  but  by  no  twist- 
ing of  words  can  it  be  interpreted  to 
be  anything  of  the  kind.  We  have  al- 
ready on  many  occasion  spoken  In  de- 
toxwaof  that  policy,  and  All  that  we  said 
yesterday,  in  addition  to  explaining  it. 
was  to  say  that  it  had  failed  to  produce 
tbe  expected  results,  and  it  would  ba  the 
duty  of  Mr.  Bowser  and  his  oolleaguea  to 
devise  soma  equitable  method  of  meet- 
ing the  case  that  has  ariaan  because 
of  that  disappointment. 

Tbe  time  has  coma  in  British  Col- 
umbia when,  in  view  of  what  la  eerUln 
to  taka  place  after  peace  haa  been 
brought  about,  the  beat  possible  con- 
sideration must  be  given  to  the  policy 
that  shall  prevail  In  the  disposal  of  the 
public  domain.  A  neeeasary  preliminary 
to  such  oonalderatlon  must  ba  a  defini- 
tion of  the  various  poliolea  that  have 
already  been  in  operation.  It  Is  some- 
what slngalar  tbat  our  oonUmporary  In 
tba  same  Issue  in  which  it  so  grossly 
misrepresents  The  Colonist's  aUtemant.

As  the  Incidents  of  the  Ottawa  Are 
are  coming  out  they  show  how  very 
unequal  moat  people  are  to  audden 
emergencies.  The  assistant  clerk  lost 
bis  life  because  he  was  afraid  to  re- 
sort to  an  available  means  of  safety; 
two  ladies  lost  their  lives  because  tbey 
went  ba-ik  to  save  their  furs;  acoord- 
Ing  to  hia  own  story,  a  Member  of  the 
House  could  have  put  out  the  fire  with 
bis  coat  if  he  had  not  called  a  poUce- 
n^an  instead.  Such  a  tragedy  makes 
one  think  that  there  ought  to  be  some 
sort  of  training  to  qualify  people  to 
keep  their  heada  in  critical  moments. 

King  Peter  of  Serbia's  library  Is  not 
to  suffer  the  fate  of  the  library  of  Lou- 
vain,  although,  perhaps,  the  exiled  king 
would  prefer  that  fate  for  It  to  the

Day  by  day  throughout  this  Winter 
Russia  has  been  receiving  munitions  and 
supplies  by  way  of  a  port  on  the  Arctic 
Ocean,  Nova  Alexsmdrovsk.  The  great 
port  of  Archangel  freezes  up  in  the  Win- 
ter, but  the  former  port,  though  so  much 
farther  north,  remains  open  all  the  year 
round.  The  reason  for  this  is  explained 
by  the  presence  of  the  Gulf  Stream, 
which  so  warms  the  water  and  affects 
the  atmosphere  that  there  is  not  a  par- 
ticle of  ice  in  the  Murman  waters,  and 
very  little  snow  along  the  coast.  Some 
years  ago  Count  de  Witte,  the  Russian 
Minister  of  Finance,  had  plans  compiled 
for  a  railroad  from  Nova  Alexandre vsk 
to  Petrograd,  but  tbey  were  not  carried 
Into  execution.  At  the  outbreak  of  the 
present  war,  however,  these  plans  were 
again  brought  to  light,  and  thousands  of 
workmen  were  dispatched  ♦j  »*»»  Far 
North  to  begin  the  laypa^ot  a  double 
track  from  the  Arct^^ort  to  the  Rus- 
sian capital.  This  work  is  now  well 
under  way,  though  It  must  wait  for 
Summer  before  completion.  Meantime 
a  line  of  communication  over  the  ice  of 
tbe  'White  Sea  haa  been  established  as 
far  as  Archangel,  and  another  line  to 
the  nearest  Finnish  railway  station. 
Motor  trucks  and  wagons  travel  these 
roads  by  relays,  carrying  the  immense 
war-shipments.

It  Indicates  a  very  un- 
s.nUKfactory  state  of  affairs.  Thepeo- 
Plp  of  British  Columbia  surely  have  the 
first  claim  on  the  natural  rc4sources  of 
their  Province.  Only  that  portion 
should  be  exported  which  is  in  excess 
of  local  requirements. 

The  "powers  that  be"  should  take 
Immediate  steps  to  protect  the  homes 
of  the  people  of  this  Province  by  pro- 
hibiting the  export  of  coal  until  the 
local  demand  is  fully  satisfied,  and  a 
reasonable  margin,  for  safety,  accumu- 
lated.

81r, — Will  you  kindly  allow  me  to 
reler  to  an  article  which  appeared  In 
last  Sunday's  Issue  of  your  paper, 
needed,  "Nearby  Orchards  and  Their 
I'rospects,"  by  Mr.  James  Simpson,  In 
which  this  gentlemaan  advises  orchard- 
Ists  not  to  spray  their  trees. 

If  our  fruit-growers  are  foolish 
enough  to  follow  the  dangerous  advice 
given  by  Mr.  Simpson,  the  result  will 
be  disastrous  and  decidedly  inimical 
to  their  own  interests.  Does  Mr.  Simp- 
son place  his  own  opinion  and  limited 
experience  against  that  of  leading 
scientists  and  fruit-growers  through- 
out the  world,  who  have  made  a  life 
study  of  the  subject  and  who  unhesl- 
Utlngly  have  aUted  that  Intelligent 
spfaylng,  with  the  correct  mixtures  at 
the  right  time.  Is  absolutely  easentlal 
for  the  control  of  Insect  dlseaaes  and 
pests,  and  for  the  production  of  the 
best  grade  of  fruit? 

Mr.  Simpson  refers  to  the  state  of 
orchards  on  the  Saanlch  Peninsula  as 
evidence  In  support  of  thla  doctrine 
Which  he  preaches.  It  is  the  other  way 
about  Apple-tree  anthroenese,  woolly 
aphis,  canker,  and  other  noxious  pests 
and  diseases  which  exist  in  these  or- 
chards, are  plain  evidence  of  lack  of 
spraying,  or  Inefficient  spraying. 

The  reaaon  Is  not  far  to  aeek.  During 
the  recent  real  eatate  movement  these 
orchards  were  acquired  by  real  estate 
apculators  and  sub-divided.  They  are 
now,  many. of  them,  oa.  tha  pmchaaers' 
hands,  and  are  being  completely  neglect- 
ed in  almost  every  instance.  No  won- 
der, then,  that  tbey  are  in  a  bad  state. 

Mr.  Simpson  states  tbat  be  has 
been  In  the  Victoria  district  for  eight 
yearn  and  baa  studied  the  orchard  ques- 
tion thoroughly.  The  writer  baa  been 
tit  the  Victoria  diatrlct  for  nearly 
twenty-five  years,  and  baa.  In  addition 
to  studying  the  question  oarefnlly.  been 
engaged  In  the  bxialneas  of  commercial 
rrutt-grdwing.  and  has  certainly  proved 
to  bla  own  satisfaction  that  spraying  is 
absolutely  essential  if  a  Boaa  wishes  to 
rredooa  ftolt  of  the  beat  grade  and

'  Recruits    Wanted-^Position 
of  Regiment  Explained. 


In  a  Imw  daya  a  draC:  of  tw«at]r>flv* 
men  taiMn  from  the  rank*  of  ttie  local 
oonpany  of  th«  Royal  Canadian  Regi- 
mant.  which  Is  quartered  at  Work  Point 
BarraoJca,  will  leave  for  the  base  depot 
of  that  unit  at  Halifax.  N.  8..  en  route 
to  France.  They  are  being  sent  to 
reinforce  the  R.  C.  R.  Battalloei  which 
II9W  la  flahtlnr  on  the  Western  fronr 
and  which  is  brigaded  with  the  Snd 
Division.  C.E.F.,  In  which  are  the  42nd 
Battalion,  the  4tth  Gordon  Hlghlandara, 
of  Toronto,  and  the  Prlaoesa  Patricias. 
The  R.  C.  R.  is  the  only  CanadUn 
corps  which  haa  gone  into  action  with- 
out  losing  the  individuality  It  possesses 
In  the  Donftlnlon. 

With  ttie  «Uv<afBli  of  these  men  from 
Victoria  it  will  ba  necessary  to  secure 
leoruits  to  take  their  placea.  In  fact. 
Major  Versturme  Bunbury.  the  CO., 
sUted  yesterOay  that  it  was  the  Inten- 
tion to  continue  sending  detachments 
uvaraeaa  at  regular  Intervals,  and.  Id 
order  to  carry  out  the  programme.  It 
would  b«  neeeaoanr  to  eAllst  at  leaat 
from  twenty  to  thirty  men  each  month. 
There  were  vacancies,  at  present,  for 
about  ten  men  ranging  between  40  and 
*h  years  of  age  who,  because  of  tllelr 
advanced  years,  or  for  other  reasons, 
were  unable  to  go  on  foreign  aervloe.

which  he  waa  considered  one  of  tho 
most  trasted  members  and  waa  often 
aent  on  Important  missions.  Born  of 
Boldier  parents  In  a  barracks  where  ho 
spent  bis  childhood,  he  seemed  to  have 
grown  up  with  Che  one  Idea,  of  lieing  a 
soldier.  As  a  youth  his  paranta  ap- 
prenticed him  to  the  carpentering  trade, 
from  which  he  ran  away  and  Joined  the 
army  as  a  bugler.  He  went  all  through 
the  RIel  Rebellion  and  was  one  of  the 
llrst  msmbers  of  tho  force  stationed  in 
the  Tuhon.  He  was  the  son  of  a 
Crimean  veteran,  who  loat  his  Ufa  be- 
fore seeing  his  son.  His  mother  mar- 
ried another  soldier,  and  it  was  from  his 
stepfather  that  he  took  the  name  of 
Davis,  his  proper  name  being  James 
Walton. 

A  few  years  ago  Mr.  Davla  was  de- 
corated With  .the  Kinra  Medal  for  long 
and  valued  service,  and  Dr.  H.  E. 
Toong.  acting  Premier  at  the  time, 
pinned  the  medal  to  his  coat 

The  remains  are  reposing  in  the  B. 
C.  Funeral  parlors  and  arrangements 
for  the  funeral  will  be  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  deceased's  old-time 
friend,  Mr.  Guy  Walker,  who  Is  at 
present  In  thla  olty.

The  horse  shortage  in  the  city  is  prov- 
ing a  great  handicap  to  the  large  down- 
town stores.  Some  of  them  which  are 
equipped  only  with  motor  deliveries  have 
been  trying  without  success  for  the  last 
week  to  get  horses  to  continue  their  de- 
livery services.  Because  of  sl%ok  times. 
It  was  explained  last  night,  many  of 
the  horse  owners  in  the  city  have  sent 
their  animals  to  famos  for  the  Winter, 
and  now  that  the  demand  1n  the  olty  is 
great,  it  is  impossible  to  get  the  ani- 
mals In  on  account  of  the  condition  of 
the  suburban  roads. 

In  the  meantime,  although  most  of 
the  main  roads  are  passable,  bakers  and 
milk  dealera  have  been  forced  to  cur- 
tall  their  daily  delivery  services.  Es- 
pecially is  this  the  case  in  the  outlying 
districts,  where  no  deliveries  have  been 
'made  for  ten  days. 

The  snow  blockade  on  the  electric  and 
steam  linea  through  the  Saanlch  Penin- 
sula haa  been  the  chief  factor  in  hold- 
ing back  the  full  delivery  service'  of  the 
dairy  oompanleit.  Nearly  all  the  milk 
Coming  into  the  'City  for  the  last  week 
has  come  by  the  Esquimau  and  Na- 
naimo Railway,  which,  the  dairy  com- 
panies say,  has  made  every  effort  to 
keep  up  its  milk  delivery  service.  One 
'company,  which  delivers  800  gallons  of 
milk  a  day  through  the  residential  sec- 
tions of  the  city,  told  The  Colonist  last 
night  that  It  has  been  carrying  on  its 
business  on  only  180  gallons  a  day,  and 
If  it  had  not  been  for  the  Esquimau  and 
Nanaimo  Railway  it  would  Ha\'e  had  to 
go  out  of  business  altogether  for  the 
time. 

The  milk  delivery  facilities  are  ex- 
tended dally,  and  it  is  expected  that  by 
tomorrow  the  full  service  throughout 
the  city  will  be  restored.

In  a  work  of  education  the  Importance 
of  which  It  Is  difficult  to  esUmate. 

Until  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth 
century  ekilled  labor  waa  learned  by 
the  system  of  apprsntlceshlp.  The  boy 
was  taken  into  his  maater'a  workshop, 
often  Into  bla  home,  and  Uught  until 
every  proceaa  In  his  craft  waa  familiar 
to  him.  Thoae  were  the  daya  when  a 
tailor  made  a  ault  of  olottaea.  and  a 
ahoemaker  a  pair  of  snoea.  It  waa  the 
same  with  other  trades.  Every  proceaa 
waa  slowly  and  carefully  learned.  Aa 
the  wrlUr  aays  such  a  crafUman  "was 
Allied  with  his  hands,  familiar  with 
hia  tools  and  proud  of  hia  craft." 

But  the  apprentice  had  paid  for  hU 
knowledge.  He  waa  bound  for  a  term 
of  yaara  to  hia  maater.  and  recelvod  but 
small  return  for  bis  labor,  even  wheq 
that  had  become  valuable.  He  waa  not 
always  kindly  treated,  but  the  rule  was 
that  he  became  a  member  of  the  family 
and  went  out  into  the  world  well-equlp.\ 
pad  for  the  batUe  of  life. 

But  with  the  Introduction  of  labor- 
saving  machinery,  the  need  for  all  this 
palnataking  work  seemed  to  have  dla- 
appeared.  The  workmen  only  did  one 
thing.  Sometlmea  tha  operation  of  a 
machine  called  for  Uttle  intelligence. 
When  It  did  the  operator  became  a 
apeclallat  When  a  mill  turned  out 
window  aaahea  .by  the  thousand  why 
should  a  man  loarn  to  lit  the  pieces 
carefully  together.  What  waa  learned 
thie  year  might  be  of  no  use  next 
Such  were  somo  of  tha  reasons  which 
brought  about  the  decay  of  the  appren- 
tice system. 

Now,  great  employers  of  labor  are 
flnding  out  that  If  machines  have  neared 
perfection,  men  have  lost  much  of  their 
efficiency.  Thousands  are  content  to 
spend  their  Uvea  in  simple  mechanical 
procesaea  instead  of  fitting  themaelvea 
for  more  complicated  and  better  paid 
work.  Mechanics  wander  about  from 
place  to  place.  Instead  of  making  their 
homes  in  one  city  or  neighborhood.  Ig- 
norance, as  well  as  low  wages,  is  'a 
fruitful  cause  of  tlie  uneasinesn  which 
makes  some  industrial  communities  cen- 
tres of  dangerous  unrest.  This  is  why 
a  movement  is  on  foot  among  those 
engaged  in  large  enterprises  to  educate 
their  employees  not  only  for  the  worli 
In  which  they  are  engaged  but  for 
higher  poaitlona  Those  found  Incap- 
able of  learning  or  unwilling  to  study 
are  dismlsaed.  In  thla  way  the  beat 
men  and  women  are  retained,  and  by  a 
policy  of  what  may  be  called  Ihtereated 
generoelty  the  employers  protfl. 

In  our  own  country  the  Canadian 
Paclflc  Railway  la  promoting  the  effi- 
ciency of  ita  mechanical  aUff  by  edu- 
cating the  boys  and  young  men  in  aome 
of  the  large  eentrea  The  World'a  Work 
Is'authorjty  for  the  sUtement.  that  in 
the  United  States  93  corporations  have 
achoola  in  which  more  than  1,000,000 
people  are  being  taught,  and  on  which 
|S,000.000  are  being  expended. 

These  corporations  vary  from  rail- 
road companies  to  manufaoturera  of 
cloaks  and  suits,  and  .teach  many  sub- 
jects cultural  as  well  as  vocational. 

In  some  eases,  aa  in  that  of  the 
Lakeside  Presa  Co.,  In  Chicago,  boys 
spendkgljc  years  and  a  half  in  learning 
their  buslnssa  Two  years  of  this  per- 
iod they  go  to  school  for  half  tha  time. 
But  It  seems  more  usual  to  open  special 
courses.  For  example,  the  National 
Suit  Company'a  employees,  the  number 
varying  from  4i9  to  760.  employ  ten 
teachers,  and  the  students  attend  the 
classes  an  hour  a  day  from  one  week 
to  three  montha  Nearly  all  of  these 
are  girls  or  womea  The  purpose  of 
the  elaaaea  la  to  Instruct  new  em- 
ployees; to  help  them  to  a  better  know, 
ledge  of  their  work;  to  give  opportun- 
ity for  advancement:  to  review  train- 
ing In  arithmetic  and  writing;  to  en- 
able any  who  are  not  doing  work  to 
their  liking  to  do  better  work. 

The  article  Is  well  worth  reading 
net  only  by  employera  of  labor.  bu| 
by  thoae  parents  who  imagine  that  girls 
and  boya  who  go  to  work  young,  have 
no  need  of  much  ednoatien. 

These  employers  have  dlaeovered  ttet 
intellectual  training,  es  wall  aa  that 
of  the  muscles  Is  needed.  If  even  the 
moat  meehanloal  proceaaee  are  to  be 
rapidly  and  effierentiy  performed.  Thoy 
hope  by  carefully  ehooalng  tbetr  work- 
we  and  thMi  giving  them  the  advan- 
tagos  of  education  Co  prevent  the  waste 
of  human  material  aa  selenUats  and 
lavoatora  ha^e  prsranted  waate  In 
chaalcal

A  number  of  the  Alumnae  of  the 
Womea's  University  of  Bryn  Mawr 
have  determined  (o  celebrate  the 
twenty-flfth  anniversary  of  their  gradu- 
ation by  forming  an  organization  for  ttM 
preventloD  of  Area  in  induatrial  estab- 
lishmenta.  That  women  of  wealth,  edu- 
cation and  refinement  are  devoting  their 
taienta  to  the  advancement  and  the 
benefit  of  their  sisters  In  the  citiea  who 
have  no  such  advantagea  is  one  of  the 
best  evidences  of,  the  value  of  a  college 
education  to  girls. 

In  Canada  itself  we  have  bad  to  de- 
plore the  loss  of  life  among  women 
employees.  In  the  great  cities  of  the 
United  States  the  dread  of  fire  is  one  of 
the  greatest  trials  In  establishments 
where  women  work  among  Inflammable 
material.  The  primary  object  of  the 
'  Bryn  Mawr  women  is  aa  praiseworthy 
aa  It  is  neceesary. 

It  Is  not  to  be  doubted  that  in  the 
course  of  their  investigations  other  as- 
pects of  the  problems  of  industrial  wo- 
men will  be  forced  upon  the  notice  of 
the  investigators,  and  that  much  will' 
be  done  to  bridge  over  the  chaam  that 
even  in  a  democracy  separates  the  wo- 
***^w  WHO  o^Fgpi  jfct  -^wn^  xf^rti"  VTAifptt  oftPfi* ' 
ers.  That  many  university  women  oc- 
cupy positions  that  bring  them  into  con- 
tact with  the  homq«  oCthe  wealthy  and 
the  occupations  of  the  poor  makes  a 
society  fom/ed  among  them  specially 
fitted  for  such  work  as  the  Bryn  Mawr 
Alumnae  are  undertaking.

Reliable  fig- 
ures are  given  as  to  the  importation  of 
agrictultural  products  from  Dominion 
polnta,  tbe  proportion  of  Importa  Into 
British  Columbta,  wblcb  actually  stay 
In  the  province,  and  the  value  of  direct 
exports  from  Britlah  Columbia. 
— IL  la  estlmatsd  that  about  IS  par  cant 
jot  the  exports  shown  in  the  customs 
official  returns  are  produced  In  the  Prov- 
ince. Thla  would  make  the  exports  to 
Dominion  and  foreign  polnta  approxi- 
mately f2.000,uoo,  which  could  well  be 
credited  against  Interprovinoial  and  for- 
eign trade.  The  estimate  of  agricultural 
products  shipped  from  British  Columbia 
to  other  provinces  In  Canada  during  the 
calendar  year  1914,  in  valuea  only,  total- 
led 11,173.777. 

The  statement  of  Canadian  exports 
passing  outwards  through  British  Col- 
umbia ports  during  tbe  calendar  yea/ 
ending  December  II,  ltl4.  shows  tbe 
amount  to  have  been  |4, (01,388.  or  a 
total  of  about  IC.000,000  of  local  and  out- 
side Imports.  As  sttited  previously,  |2,- 
000.000  of  tho  exports  would,  approxi- 
mately, represent  Hrltlsb  Columbia  pro- 
duction. *

Mr.  Gilbert  Blair,  secretary  of  the 
Vancouver  Board  of  Trade,  haa  written 
tbo  following  letter  to  The  Vancouver 
Province,  in  anawer  to  certain  state- 
menta  made  by  one  of  the  authora  of 
the  "Criala"  pamphlet  in  a  recent  ad- 
dress: 

"I  have  read  with  much  alarm  your 
raport  of  the  meeting  held  In  the  Do- 
minion Hall  on  tho  4tb  Inst,  in  defence 
of  the  "Crisis  In  B.  C." 

"This  meeting  was  .addressed  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Mackay,  who  is  reported  aa  having 
made  the  following  atatement: 

"  'The  municit>al  councila,  boarda  of 
trade  and  other  almllar  organisations 
have  been  aystematloally  captured,  and, 
wherever  possible,  made  mere  tools  In 
tbe  hands  of  the  "bosses"  (meaning  the 
Government).' 

"I  take  grave  exception  to,  and  resent 
any  such  accuaatlon,  ao  far  aa  the  Van- 
couver Board  of  Trade  la  concerned.  It 
haa  been  R<y  prfVlIege  to  be  connected 
with  tbia  Institution  for  a  good  many 
years,  and  I  can  assure  the  general  pub- 
lic that  we  have  never  been  bossed  by 
anyone  except  our  presidents  and  our 
own  Judgments  in  working  for  the  beat 
intereata  of  tbia  city  and  the  Province 
at  large.  The  Vancouver  Board  of  Trade 
la  atricUy  a  non-polltical  body  and  haa 
religiously   lived  up   to   that  creed. 

"Again,  Rev.  Dr.  Mackay  Is  reported 
as  saying:  'The  curse  of  the  Almighty 
God  will  rest  on  the  whole  of  thin 
Province,'  etc.,  etc  What  an  awful 
pronouncement  for  a  minister  ,of  the 
gospel  to  make  from  a  public  platform  I 
I  can  hardly  imagine  he  baa  been  cor- 
reoUy  reported.  If  our  fair  Province  Is 
In  auch  a  deplorable  atate  aa  to  evoke 
Ood'a  eurae,  then  what  an  awful  re- 
aponalbllity  and  reflection  raata  on  the 
miniatry  of  Britlah  Columbia!  Are  they 
not  our  aplritual  guldea  and  advisers, 
and  Is  tbia  ourae  the  raattlts  of  all  their 
laborer 

"Would  It  not  hav«  been  far  more 
charitable  for  tbe  Rev.  Dr.  Mackay  to 
have  asked  forgiveness  for  our  past  sins 
aad  shortcomings,  and  that  God's  bless- 
ing.' not  His  onrse,  might  rest  on  our 
best  endeavors  In  the  days  to  come?" 


Tbo  theory  of  tbo  eaaala  of 
wbicb  has  for  long  been  advanoed 
by  prominent  aatronoaMra  with  auch 
an  apiMal  to  the  populpr  imagination, 
baa  received  a  aooMwhat  aevere  aetback 
by  tbe  report  of  the  Bootioa  for  tho 
Obaervatlon  of  Mara  of  the  BHtlsb  Aa- 
trononieal  Aaaodatloa.  The  raport. 
juat  laaued  under  the'  direction  of  Mr. 
E.  M  Antoniadl,  annouacea  that  tbo 
faoMua  canala  of  Mara  are  aa  optical 
lllualon. 

"The  alleged  exiatenco  of  a  geo- 
metrical network  of  ■"tr*Tr  oa  Mara  baa 
received  a  lasting  and  unanawerable 
confutation,"  la  the  conciualoo  at 
which  the  director  of  tho  Britlah  Aa- 
tranomical  Aasociatlon  baa  arrived  after ' 
prolonged  study.  The  observatlona 
were  mado  through  the  great  Meudon 
refractor  at  Meudon,  France,  the  moat 
powerful  teleacopo  in  tbe  Old  World. 
Although  tbe  report  haa  Juat  been  la- 
sued  the  observatlona  were  carried  oat 
during  tbe  perihelic  oppoaitlon  of  1909. 

Dr.  Antoniadl  confeaaea  that,  while 
.Working  with  amaller  instruments  he 
himself,  like  other  observers,  has  ob- 
tained frequent  glimpses  of  narrow, 
straight  lines.  But  in  the  S2%-lnch 
reflector  at  Meudon  theao  linea  were 
seen  only  when  the  deflnltion  waa  bad 
and  the  Image  of  planet  "flaring."  With 
good  seeing,  a  complex  natural  struc- 
ture of  the  ao-called  "continental" 
reglona  of  tbe  planet  waa  revealed,  a 
variety  of  irregular  banda  and  abadinga 
replacing  the  sharp,  narrow  linea  drawn 
by  Giovanni  Scblaparelll,  the  Italian 
aatronomer,  with  the  uae  of  bia  Sc- 
inch refractor.

cauae  of  tUe  intereat  of  VIctorlana  in 
the  queatlon.  stimulated  largely  through 
the  lectures  of  Mr.  F.  Napier  Denlaon, 
superintendent  of  tbo  Dominion  Metero- 
loglcal  Station  at  Gonxales  Hill,  and 
other  members  of  the  Astronomical 
Society.  Another  fact  which  Increasea 
Interest  Is  the  location  here  of  the  new 
Dominion  Government  70-inch  telescope, 
by  meana  of  which  further  inveatlga- 
tiona  into  Mara  will  be  conducted. 

"It  la  Certain  that  painaUklng  ob- 
servers are  liable  to  catch  glimpses  on 
Mars  of  narrow  straight  lines,"  says 
Mr.'  Antoniadl.  "Our  aectlonal  data 
since  1992  establish  that  several  ob- 
servers  saw  these  phenonoona. 

"In  1809  Hawks  noted  many  linear 
markings,  but  he  remarked  that  'the 
nearer  Mara  geta  to  the  earth  these 
linea  aeem  to  get  more  and  mora  dlf- 
fuae.'  Nangle,  however,  recorda  that 
'none  of  the  beautlf*ll  network  of  fine 
linea  ahown  in  Scbiaparelli'a  and 
Lowell's  maps  were  even  so  much'  aa 
auspected,  in  spite  of  tho  most  careful 
ecrutlny.'  '  , 

"The  question  of  the  so-called. 'canals' 
was  attacked  by  the  director  with  the 
great  telescope  in  an  open  mind.  In- 
ured for  years  to  the  fleeting  visibility 
of  straight  lines  on  Mara,  It  was  im- 
possible for  him  to  disturb  the  Mllah 
observations.  But  tbe  difficulty  of  re- 
conciling the  'canad'  phenomena  with 
loglo  prompted  blm  to  doubt  their 
reality. 

.  "Now,  glimpses  of  the  fine  lines  were 
had  when  the  image  was  flaring  in  the 
S3%-lnch  telescope,  never  when  it  waa 
calm,  while  definition  without  quivers 
haa  revealed  at  very  complex  natural 
structure  of  the  ao-called  'conUnental! 
regions  of  the  planet  The  forty  ir- 
regular markings  were  held  ateadlly  at 
Meudon  in  tho  positions  of  aome  of 
bchlaparelU'a  and  Low^U'e  linear  'canala' 
and  they  ahowed  auch  a  diveraity  of  ap- 
pearance that  it  waa  deemed  neceaaary 
to  divide  them  into  the  ten  following 
claases: 

"1.  Dark.  Irregular  narrow  lines. 

"2.  More  or  less  narrow  Irregular 
streaks. 

"8.  Unotted   irregular   bands. 

"4.  Broad,  curved  or  winding  Irregular 
bands. 

"6.  Broad  and  diffused,  complex  shad- 
ings. 

"0.  Diffused,  irregular  marUnga, 
which  aare  narrow  near  aome  'inlet'  of 
the  maria,  and  then  widen  out  into  the 
'continental'   reglona. 

"7.  Serlea  of  more  or  less  dii^con- 
nected  Irregular  knots  and  fllanuinta 

"8.  Serlea  of  detached  knots  of  vari- 
ous sisos. 

"9.  Isolated  Irregular  lakea. 

"10.  Mora  or  leaa  Jagged  edgea  of 
faint  half-tones.    , 

"A  cbaraoteristio  feature  of  Meudon 
delineations  la  that  they  ahow  Mara 
quite  difforent  trom  what  waa  receded 
by  Schiaparelll  between  1977  and  1990, 
or  what  was  ever  drawn  by  any  other 
observer,  past  or  present.  And  although 
the  Director  waa  certala  of  his  draw- 
ings, yet  it  waa  gratifying  for  him  to 
receive  the  confirmation  of  photography. 
Asrca  With  Sowan'g  Pha>asia>lM 

"In  fact,  Profeoaor  Hale,  who  had  se- 
cured at  tbe  time. with  the  OO-lncb  re- 
fleotor  the  flneat  negaUves  ever  made 
of  Mara,  wrau  to  tbe  Dlraotsr  that  tbo 
dellaeatlena  In  question  wera  'in  excel- 
lent agreement'  with  tbe  Mount  Wllaon 
photograpba.  which,  like  tboae  of  Dr. 
liowetl.  thus  also  ahowed  tbe  planet 
with  tbe  peculiar  appearaooo  reeordod 
la  tbo  3S%>tMli  rafraetor. 

"Again,  tho  oomparlaoB  of  these 
drawiaga  with  those  of  Dr.  Dowoil  and 
with  tbo  Flagataft  glaaa  paaiUvea^  leada 
to  tbe  ooooloalon  that  tbe  baauttfal 
pbotograplM  of  S>r.  Ijow^  1  diaprove  hia 
drawtega  while  oonAnalas  thaaa  mt  the 
Dtraetar  at  Moadoa.

"If  wa  eoaaidor  an  thMe  CaeU.  then 
wo  reaeb  a  ooacluaion.  which  laavoa  no 
room  for  doubt,  that  the  natural  ap- 
pearances revealed  by  the  great  French 
tdieaeope  give  a  much  more  truthful 
repreaeatatlon  of  tbe  detalla  on  tbe 
planet  than  tbe  tudo  apider  weba  of 
tbo  Italian  aetronomer.  SchlaparellL 

"Hence  Schlaparalll'a  geometrical  net- 
work of  'canala'  appearing  by  flaahea 
to  an  optical  lllaa(j>n.  | 

Taatarb  off  tha  Uaa* 

"In  ita  place,  tha  globe  of  Mara  abowa 
either  winding.  irregular,-  knotted 
atraaka,  or  broader,  irregular  banda,  or 
groapa  of  complex  ahadlngs,  or  iaolatod 
dusky  spots,  Or.  Jagged  edgea  of  half- 
tones. In  accordance,  therefore,  with 
Mr.  Maunder's  theory  .of  1894-'96,  tbe 
lines,  which  are  glimpsed  severally,  are 
merely  a  summation  of  complex  de- 
tails. Tbe  true  theory  of  tho  'canal' 
fallacy  is  thus  duo  to  Mr.  Maunder,  and 
to  blm  alona 

"On  the  other  band,  from  the  obser- 
vational point  of  view.  Dr.  Denning 
recognized  in  1880  the  real  appearance 
of  the  planet;  and  the  results  of  the 
great  Bristol  observer  have  been  con- 
firmed and  extended  by  Professor  Young 
In  1892,  by  Professor  Barnard  In  1894, 
by  M.  MiUochau  in  1889.  1901  and  1903, 
and  by  Professor  Hale  and  the  Director 
in  1902. 


"A  canal  was  glimpsed  by  Schiapar- 
elll on  Hesperia.  and  this  appeared  dou- 
ble in  1890,  single  m  1894.  But  in 
1909  at  Meudon,  there  was  a  most  com- 
plex Irregular  'lake.'  Also  the  Ijaestry- 
gon,  which  was  glimpsed  sometimes 
single,  sometimes  double,  by  Schiaparel- 
ll, appeared  aa  a  series  of  irregular 
shadings  in  the  32% -inch  refractor, 
broad  streaks  seemed  particularly  lia- 
ble to  present  at  Milan  this  phenomenon 
of  'gemination.' 

'"Hence,  the  doubling  'canala'  and 
'lakea'  of  Schlaparolll,  which  are  alkO 
seen  by  glimpses,  are  the  products  of 
a  kindred  optical  Illusion,  which  may 
flash  over  any  complex  marking,  but 
preferably  along  the  edges  of  a  broad. 
Irregular  streak. 

"And  thus  the  akeptlclam  regAcding 
the  objectivity  of  the  geometrical  net- 
work manifested  since  1879  by  Mr. 
Maunder,  Mr.  Green,  Capt  Nobjie,  and, 
subsequently,  by  Mr.  Holmes,  M.  Bl- 
gonrdan  and  others,  has  triumphed  over 
the  wonders  associated  with  canals  and 
their  doublings." 

VaroraUo  Ooadmoaa  for  Work 

Mr.'  Antoniadl  refers  to  the  perlhelio 
opposition  of  September  34,  1909,  when 
he  carried  on  his  work,  as  the  most 
favorable  of  our  time.  ^ 

"Although."  he  says,  "Mars  was  on 
September  18,  1909,  at  the  distance  of 
30.000,000  miles,  and  had  not  approached 
the  earth  as  near  as  in  1818,  1830,  1845, 
1877,  1892,  yet  his  considerable  altitude 
above  the  horizon  largely  cfrnipensated. 
to  Kuropean  observers,  for  the  small 
difference  in  diameter  of  bis  disk. 

"The  opposition  took  place  82  days 
after  tbe  date  of  August  23,  when  the 
earth  iMsses  at  Its  minimum  distance 
from  the  orbit  of  Mara.  Tbe  observa- 
tlona covered  a  period  of  five  montha 
and  elffhtoen  daya,  the  first  record  being 
that  of  6'Hara,  on  July  14,  the  last  by 
Backhouse  on  December  81,  1909." 

Mr.  Antoniadl- designed  for  his  obser- 
vaUon  work  at  Meudon,  France,  a  sUdiug 
shed  which  rolled  about  *on  wheels. 
Rails  33  feet  in  length  enabled  the  tele- 
scope to  remain  at  auob  a  dlatanea  from 
the  atructura  aa  to  receive  none  of  the 
wavea  of  heat  emitted  by  the  latter.  He 
found  auch  a  contrivance  waa  superior 
to  a  dome  or  other  arrangement,  as  tho 
Isolated  body  of  the  rafieetor,  exposed 
f  to  the  sky,  cools  very  rapidly,  especially 
If  a  draught  be  produced  in  the  tube 
by  opening  the  door  of  the  mirror  for 
fifteen  mlnutas  befoVo  observing.

According  to  Professor  Simon  New- 
comb,  Xil^D.,  D.So.,  the  modern  studies 
of  Mara  which  have  aroused  so  much  In- 
terest began  wlM  the  work  of  Bchiaper- 
elll  in  1977.  Accepting  the  word  "ocean" 
used  by  the  older  observera  to  designate 
the  widely  extended  darker  regions  on 
the  planet,  and  holding  that  they  were 
really  bodies  of  water,  he  found  that 
these  were  connected  by  comparatively 
narrow  streaks.  In  accordance  with 
the  adopted  ayatem  of  nomenolatura,  bo 
termed  theae  atreaka  "eanale,"  the  exact 
tranalatloB  Into  Ungllah  of  which  la 
"channela."  But  the  word  waa  actually 
tranalated  into  Iwth  Kngllah  and  French 
aa  ^canala,"  connoting  artificiality  in  tbo 
auppoaed  waterwaya,  attribntod  to  the 
Inhabltanta  of  the  planet.  Tbe  fact  that 
they  were  many  mllea  In  breadth,  and 
that  it  was  absurd  to  call  them  canals, 
did  not  prevent  this  term  from  being  so 
axtec^lvely  used  that  It  to  aow  Impoa- 
alblo  to  do  away  with  It 

Scblaparalll  nwde  a  aeeond  aerlea  of 
observatlona  when  Mara  waa  at  oppoai- 
tlon, 180  degreca  from  tbo  jMa.  la  m». 
He  found  at  tbia  time  a  aamber  tff  ad- 
ditional cbanDeta.  moob  tnar  than  thi 
be  had  previooaly  draws.
